According to 
advices from Puebla, where Strauss 
is being treated at a hospital, he 
sald that the assailants made a 
rush for the money sack contain- 
ing 3 pesos, which was being 
taken to the hacienda to meet a.

The fog then became solid and 
Officer Plenderieith, who was 
piloting the machine, descended 
until we were 100 feet over the 
water befere we could see our 
way. After going another mile the 


fog bank dropped to the surface 
of the sea with a twenty-mile-an- 


— 00g wind biowing on the port 
side. 
The plane was traveling 190 


miles per hour 100 feet above the 
ocean. The visibility was 100 
yards. Despite a dense fog which 
almost blinded Officer Plender- 
leith, he swerved the plane and 
avoided by a margin of two feet 
an island which disappeared from 
view a few seconds later. 

“Judging from the time we were 
in the air and the distance we 
were supposei to have traveled 
there was danger of dashing 
against the cliffs of Bering Island. 
The visibility was now nil. We 
decided to make a forced landing 
and Officer Plenderleith hit the 
ocean along a swell. 

“Both the top wings were 
shattered and wrenched off tne 
plane, swerving it entirely around. 
and tearing the fabric off the 
lower port wing. The allerons 
were wrenched half loose. 

“My first order was for life 
belts which were packed in Lieut. 
Broome’s seat in the forward cock- 
pit. I then examined the hull] but 
there was no sign of it taking 
water. The fog was so dense that 
we couldn’t see land. My watch 
stopped at 10:55 a. m., the time 
we hit the water Saturday. 


THEN SAW BIRDS 

“We then saw hundreds of birds 
flying in two steady streams. We 
thought that they were leaving 
their nests for open sea fishing 
and would return to feed their 
young. This tallied with my cal- 
culation that land should be east 
southeast and fairly close. 

“The engine then was. started 
and we attempted to taxi but it 
was almost impossible to steer the 
plane as the wing tips buried 
themselves in the water, alter- 
nately swerving the plane around. 
Lieut. Broome and myself spent 
two hours running back and for- 
ward on the alternate 
as the plane seesaw an * 
weight of the engine threatened 
to capsize the ship. 

“We had to stop the engine re- 
peatedly as the water bolled. 
spraying it over the plane. The 
machine threatened to dive at any 
moment under the waves when the 
tall plunged. The wings then 
started to break. During our last 
desperite minute above the plane 
Lieut. Broome pointed to the- east 
where a small patch of fog lufted. 
We could dimly see land. We start- 
ed the engine with difficulty, as 
everyone was ge‘ting exhausted. 
We were all cold and wet. Plen- 
derleith left the pilot’s seat to help 
start the motor, We then saw @ 
sandy beach ahead about two miles 


“The engine was started and we 
ran close tu the vreakers. The en- 
gine then failed us and was use- 
less. A sprocket on the starting 
magnet® was broken. We then 
dropped anchor, but a high wind 
blowing straight on dragged the 
plane northwestward. 

JUMPED IN WATER 

“Everyone jumped into the cold 
waters and held the plane heading 
toward the sea. The wind and the 
heavy sea finally slackened and 
we beached the plane. Plender- 
leith and myself unloaded the 
equipment from the surf. The fog 
began to lift, so we rested in the 
afternoon. It was bright, warm 
and clear. 

“The island we saw for a few 
minutes in the fog and which we 
narrowly escaped proved to be Sea- 
lime Rock, 150 feet high and sev- 
enty-seven miles northwest of 
Nikolski. Our course from West 
Kamchatka to Bering Island in- 
tercepted fit. I had allowed 3 deg. 
to 5 for drift along the route, 
which shows that both navigation | 
and steering were faultiess. Lieut. 
Broome then recognized our posi- 
tion as Buckeye Rock. He de- 
clared that he remembered the lo- 
cation during his trip here. last 
April when he was layiag supply 
bases for us betwéen Vancouver, 
B. C., and the Kurile Islands, Ja- 


pan. 

“At length Rungal! Miles, a man 
who lived on the island, ran across 
us. He obtained ald and two boats 
were manned. The boats reached 
the plane, which was pulled on the 
shore out of tle water. 


HAS TO GIVE UP 
“The Russian wireless operator 
on Bering Island then got in touch 
with the Canadian trawler Thiep- 
val at Petropavlovsk. The Thiep- 
val sailed immediately under 
forced steam and arrived Sunday 


morning. It took us aboard, after 
saving the engine and hull of the 
ill-fated plane, and we sailed at 
midnight for Dutch Harbor. 

“Maj. Tanaga Ija and Lieuten- 
ant- Commander Tokunago, Japa- 
nese officers, and Russian officers 
of the Thiepval did: commendable 
work in salvaging the plane. It was 
impossible to arrange through the 
Japanese government for passage 
to Japan, so we decided to go on 
the Thiepval to Dutch Harbor and 
Vancouver, B. C. 

“The around-the-world flight, 
owing to the conditions, must be 
abandoned. We are sorry, but it 
can't be helped under the circum- 
stances.”

PLANE FOR WADE 
ON SHENANDOAH URGED 


(BY A FP. NIGHT WIRE) 

DAYTON (O.) Aug. 5.—A sug- 
gestion said to have been made to 
officials at McCook Field that a 
new airplane be rushed from this 
country aboard the United States 
Navy’s dirigible, the Shenandoah, 
to replace the ship lost by Lieut. 
Wade, was received with enthu- 
siasm at the post but the prob- 
ability of the plan being carried 
into effect is in doubt. 

Officials reported the plan to

Stationed in flelds from 
San Diego on the south to the 
California-Oregon line on the 
north the regular flyers, augment- 
ed by Reserve Corps pilots on fre- 
quent practice flights, \.:ll cover 
most of the State wvery day. Spot- 
ting smoke or a fire in the forests, 
the aviators will d at the near- 
est field and wire to the nearest 
station of United States forest 
rangers. 

ALL REPORTED QUIET 

In their effective work of 
checking forest fires at their very 
outbreak, the Army flyers start 
with the State almost clean. Head- 
quarters of the United States For- 


est Service tonight reported “all 
quiet along the fire lines; all un- 
der control.” No new fires were re- 
ported during the. day. 

A total of ninety-two forest, 
brush and grain fires occurred in 
the State during the ten-day pe- 
riod, July 20-31. More than 58,- 
000 acres were burned over. Fifty- 
one of th .efires were in national 
forest lands, forty-one in the 
State and private holdings. The 
ten-day fire total of ninety-two 
shows a marked reduction from 
the previous ten-day period, “due 
to effectiveness of the State-wide 
fire prevention campaign and the 
closing of national forests to pub- 
lic use.” the Forest Service an- 
nounced.

Railways and Ports Taxed by 


Grain Movement 


Expansion in Wheat 


Corn Exports Far Heavier 
Than Year 


BUENOS AIRES, Aug. 5.—Re- 
cent weather has been favorable 
to the Argentine. farmer, being 
generally dry and cool, with show- 


ers when most needed. The flow 


of grain to the ports continues, 
railways and ports working to ca- 

ty and, judging by the charter- 
ngs, this pace will be kept up for 
some time to come. The large 
number of steamers sent to Buenos 
Aires in ballast has at last affected 
the freight market adversely, and 
rates have dropped some 10 to 
15 per cent in the past few weeks, 
‘although they em to be firm for 
the moment. 

Only the exceptional quantities 
of grain available for shipment 
have prevented a more drastic de- 
crease in rates. The exports of 
wheat, corn, linseed, oats and bar- 
ley during May reached the tre- 
mendous total of 1,180,000 tons, 
and for the first five months of the 
year 4,900,000 tons, or 850 tons 


1923. There were about 7,000,000 
tons of grain still available for ex- 
port at the end of May, 1924. Total 


exports of the cereals mentioned 


were 8,282,000 tons for 1923. 
Plowing is proceeding normally, 
lanting also has commenced, and 
is predicted that the 1924-25 
crop will cover an ares of 10 to 20 
per cent more land than the pre- 
vious one.

WEATHER MEN IN FIRE WAR 


Bureaus Send Nightly Forecasts of Danger Periods to 
Foresters, Wardens and Lumbermen 


{EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH] 
‘PORTLAND (Or.) Aug. 5.—The Weather Bureau is sending fire 
warning forecasts. by telegram each evening to the Forest Service 
and the lumber industry, in an endeavor to meet the emergencies ot 
the present fire season, according to announcement just issued by 


These telegraphic warnings of 
approaching fire weather will be 
sent out every evening from the 
Portiand office of the Weather 
Bureau, in charge of Edward L. 
Wells, and from the Seattle of- 
fice, in charge of M. B. Summers. 
They go to all forest supervisors, 
State fire wardens, and leading 
lumber and logging operators in 
the Pacific Northwest. 

These warnings are said to be 
valuable in arranging for forest- 
fire control, and in preparing to 
meet periods of high fire danger. 
Both the lumber industry and the 
foresters make practical use of 
the forecasts in formulating their 
fire plans. 

The Weather Bureau has two 
| experts in the field in Oregon and 
Washington installing instruments 
and arranging for the further study 
of relative humidity. and 
conditions affecting the start and 
spread of forest fires. The State 
and Federal foresters and the 
| umbermen are co-operating in 
these studies.

Thousand Columns,” and there was 
discovered a great salon with 160 
columns, a smal) chapel and a tem- 
ple annex, with various s rstruc- 
tures. As in the case all the 


hieroglyphic carvings ate wonder- 
ful and beeutiful; sculptured slabs 
and pillars are scattered profuse- 
ly in the neighborhood, while the 
mural decorations are as fine as any 
in the whole Maya discoveries. 
Much clearing work was also done 
on the Temple of the Thousand 
Columns itself, which will now be 
appreciated more easily by the 
tourists who, year by year, visit 
Yucatan to view the ruins of Mexi- 
can Maya civilization. 

Evacuations were also made by 
the mission on the northern and 
eastern sides of the Chichen-Itza 
ruins, there having been discovered 
on the north a large tunnel beneath 
the main building, in a perfect 
state of preservation, and disclos- 
ing all the characteristics of the 
Maya skill and decoration. A dis- 
covery made by the mission, which 
is perhaps of paramount impor- 
tance, is that of the principal en- 
trance to the main temple, located 
on the western side.

The mural paintings 
in parts, representing warriors 
‘Ip battle and events in the lives of 
the various rulers of Chichen are 
artistic in execution and conceded 
to be the most unique and beauti- 
ful to be found on any ruins in 
America. Then, finally, comes the 
Temple of the Thousand Columns 
and the recent discoveries of the 
Carnegie mission. The whole is a 
feast for the student and a won- 
derful series of sights for the un- 
initiated globe trotter.

This report is based on corre- 
spondence covering in detail 307 
counties or parishes, embraced in 
the printipal cotton-growing States 
and is general as to all other 
States. 

Weather conditions during the 
last half of July were generally 
more favorable than otherwise for 
the cotton throughout the central 
belt, but unfavorable over most of 
the Carolinas, Texas and parts of 
Louisiana. 

Nearly all sections of Mississipp!, 
including the delta, suffered from 
lack of moisture, but this condi- 
tion was considered less unfavor- 
able from the fact that it held the 
boll weevil in check. 

Reports indicate that the North 
Carolina crop is prospectively the 
poorest in the history of the State, 
due to unfavorable weather condi- 
tions. The South Carolina crop 
also is a disappointment, and many 
refer to it as a disaster. 

Oklahoma weather during the 
last fifteen days was more favor- 
able than otherwise, and the crop 
in that State is very promising. 

The Tennessee crop, although 
the plant is still small and back- 
ward, made fairly good growth, 
despite very dry weather. 

In Arkansas late cotton has been 
injured by drought and hot winds, 
but the plant is blooming and 
fruiting well, and there is but little 
complaint of shedding. 


BOLL WEEVIL CHECKED 

Dry weather in Georgia has held 
boll weevil in check and the pros- 
pect for a crop in that State is the 
best in several years. Some corre- 
spondents estimate it as well be- 
yond 1,000,000 bales 

Some coast sections of Alabama 
have been getting too much rain; 
otherwise that State has enjoyed 
fairly good cotton weather and 


High temperatures and lack of 
rainfall have hurt late cotton in 
Texas, but the disposition of cor- 
respondents seems to be to regard 
the damage as more than offset by 
the consequent check to boll wee- 
vil, In any event the damage is; 
greatly mitigated by subsoil mois-, 
ture from winter rains and rain- 
fall early in the season. Many im- 
portant sections of Texas have had 
little or no rainfall since about 
June 1. The crop of the Panhan- 
dle is spoken of as very satisfac- 
tory. 
Pieilds as a rule, except in the 
Carolinas and parts of Georgia 
where rains during June and July 
interfered with cultivation, are 
clean. Generally fields are clean 
almost as they never were before 
at this season of the year. 

There is some complaint, mostly 
from the Carolinas, that the plant 
is unhealthy looking; by far the 
greater number of correspondents 
report a healthy plant, and say 
that, although it is small on the 
average, owing to lateness, it is 
blooming and fruiting well. 

Reports of excessive shedding 
are infrequent. Shedding reported 


Boll weevil infestation is reported 
light except in a few localities un- 
important in area, compared with 
the belt as a whole. Damage from 
boll weevil is reported to be cor- 
respondingly small. The Atlantics 
are making an energetic fight with 
poison to overcome the pest, but 
elsewhere the farmers are relying 
upon cultivation mainly, and trust- 
ing to luck and the weather for the 
rest. On the whole cotton growers 
appear hopeful that it will not now 
be possible for boll weevil to in- 
crease to sufficient numbers in 
time greatly to impair the crop 
prospect. 
FLEAS IN TEXAS 

Fleas are worrying Texas cotton 
farmers, although some are dis- 
posed to look on them as a nat- 
ural enemy of the boll weevil, 
while grasshoppers are working lo- 
calities in both Texas and Okla- 
homa. They have also inflicted 
some damage in Arkansas and 
Mississippi, but the sum total of 
damage from these pests so far 
seems to have been moderate. 

North Carolina complains of 
blight.

Although not so widely ac- 
claimed because of the existence of 
multifarious other enterprises in 
which millions of dollars are in- 
vested, the present upward surge 
of agricultural prices is creating a 
huge amount of new wealth in the 
States of the Pacific uthwest, 
even though newspaper publicity 
appears to confine the benefits to 
the limits of the Middle West. A 
brief survey of two important 
branches of agriculture, cotton and 
hog raising, shows that in the next 
few months approximately $80,000,- 
000 will begin to circulate in and 
around Los Angeles as these two 
products are marketdd. 3 

The rejuvenation of agriculture 
—and hog raising properly falis 
in this group, as the hog has:been 
called condensed corn—is not en- 
tirely delimited to grain and cot- 
ton. Recent reports from Fresno 
indicate that a combination of fac- 
tors is uniting to bring favorable 
prices for table grapes and raisins 
this season. After a long spell of ad- 
versity, that has affected the entire 
San Joaquin Valley, this impend- 
ing shifting of the economic bal- 
ance wheel will add another source 
of new agricultural gold to the 
country contiguous to Los Angeles. 

On data obtained from W. W. 
Wofford, representative of the Bu- 
reau of Agricultural Economies of 
the Department of Agriculture at 
the Los Angeles Union Stockyards, 
it appears that the hogs now on 
the farms in the Pacific Southwest 
States of Colorado, Utah, New Mex- 
ico, Idaho and California number 
approximately 1,823,500, or a re- 
duction of about 10 per cent from 
the amount estimated as of Janu- 
ary 1. These hogs will mar- 
keted in the remaining five months 
of the year, largely through the 
Los Angeles Union Stockyards, and 
assuming an average weight of 
185 pounds and an average price 
of $9 per 100 pounds, the total 
value will exceed $30,000,000. 


ADD IN THREE WEEKS 
Tree weeks ago the producers 
of hogs were reluctantly selling at 
the ruinous price of $4.50 per 100 
pounds. But the gradual opera- 
tion of the inexorable law of supply 
and the demand, and the equally 
significant relation of the high cost 
of corn to the price of hogs, have 
combined to lift the hog raiser out 
of depression into comparative 
prosperity. Where a large over- 
supply of hogs existed last year 
a much smaller crop is available 
this season to meet the demand for

pork and lard. This fact alone 16 
sufficient to work some price read- 
justment, but the added stimulus 
ot high-priced corn has completed 
the unten ef favorable factors and 
the hog producers are nightly 
counting their paper profits. 

The highest price of the season 
was reached on the Los Angeles 
market last week when $10.50 per 
100 was received for a shipment 
from the hinterland. It is expect- 
ed, however, that an average of 
$9 will obtain during the re- 
mainder of the year, although this 
figure is nothing more than an 
estimate. 


‘little on the economic horizon to 
prevent the completion of another 
highly successful year. Los An- 
geles cotton merchants hazard the 
estimate that about 325,000 bales, 
will be picked in California, Lower 
California and Arizona. At an es- 
timated average market price for 
the season of 80 cents per pound 
this crop should ultimately trans- 
form itself into nearly $49,000,000 
of new wealth, with which the cot- 
ton growers will blaze another path 
of prosperity as their purchases of 
goods distribute mutual benefits to 
the grocer, the butcher, the colth- 
ler and other merchants. 


COTTON-CROP RETURNS 

This estimate represents a mate- 
rial increase over the satisfactory 
return the cotton men received last 
season. Last year’s crop was about 
210,000 bales and was marketed at 
an approximate average of 32 cents 
per pound, or a total return of 
about $33,600,000. While a elight- 
ly lower average price is expected 
this season, the increase in acreage 
and anticipated yield point to a 


the crop. 

Factors making for the mainte- 
nance of high cotton prices are a 
small carry-over for the last two 
seasons and an indicated crop of not 
more than 12,000,000 bales in the 
entire American cotton belt. Trade 
authorities express the opinion that 
a 13,000,000-bale crop is necessary 
to adequately meet the needs of 
the purchasers of American cotton. 
Whether even 12.000,00 0-bale 
yield will be obtained hinges upon 
the state of the weather in the 
South in the next few weeks, with 
Texas as the pivotal point. A 
drought is feared in that State 
which may eertously curtail the 
output. East of the Mississippi the 
boll weevil e taking its usual toll, 
so that the size of the final crop 


is dependent largely on the vaga- 
ries of Texas weather.

INCENDIARISM AND ARSON 

Among the several interesting 
and informative reports of the 
standing committees of the Na- 
tional Board of Fire Underwriters 
at its last annual meeting is that 
of the Committee on Incendiarism 


and Arson. 

| This committee employe at its 
New York, Chicago and San Fran 
cisco offices some 
especial agents, engaged in an ex- 
panding service. 


An idea of the committee's op- &. 


erations last year may be abbrevi- 
ated as follows: 

A thorough and complete inves- 
tigation of 942 losses of suspicious 
or incendiary origin on requests 
from companies, adjusting bureaus, 
fire marshals, district-attorneys, po- 
lice, etc. 


= 
An every-way effort to increase 
the efficiency of the local police in 


the investigation of crime and ar- 
son, practically 1000 fires. 

These especial agents collected 
and comptled during the past year 
data concerning the arrest and con- 
viction for arson of about 600 per- 
sons. 

During the last six years there 
has been gathered information re- 
apecting more than 3000 cases of 
arson that have been successfully 
brought to trial by local authori- 
ties. In addition, we have on file 


reports covering the investigation | 


of approximately 4000 fires. 

Local authorities becoming in- 
terested in these investigations 
brought about the arrest of 412 
ersons on ch es of arson and 
urning with intent to defraud. In 
268 cases of these arrests, brought 
to final trial by and having their 
co-operation in the investigation of 
district-attorneys and county pros- 
ecutors during the last year, result- 
ed as follows: Convicted 193, 
acquitted sixty-seven, mistrial of 


Frequently tnformation has been 
obtained of anticipated fires, con- 
ditions and circumstances indicat- 
ing what might be expected. Loss- 
es were averted by cancellation of 
insurance, and during the last year 
eight persons were arrested by lo- 
ca] authorities on charges of con- 
spiracy to cheat and defraud or 
conspiracy to commit a felony. Sev- 
eral prosecutions resuited in con- 
victions and others are still pend- 
ing. Some of thesg cases involved 
large amounts: of insurance. 

Knowledge of the existence of 
such an active committee ought to 
have some moral intivence on the 
moral hazard with which insur- 
ance is afflicted. 


PERSONAL RESPONSIBILITY 

The theory of personal responsi- 
bility for preventabie fires ig sup- 
planting the old idea that a fire is 
an act of God for which people 
have little or no responsibility. It 
is much better to look upon a fire 
as the act of the little devils of 
carelessness and indifference as 
well as the big deviis of arson and 
incendiarism. It is a much fairer 
point of view to regard the man 
who has a fire as culpable or at 
least subject to officia] inquiry, as 
is done abroad, instead of mak- 
ing him an object of sympathy re- 
gardiess of his carelessness as is 
the custom in this country.

cigarettes, but when the English 
article became abundant the 
American cigarettes practically dis- 
appeared from the market. The 
reason for this abandonment of the 
American cigarette was not be- 
cause of the superior quality of the 
English make or its cheapness in 
price, but was almost entirely due 
to the failure on the part of Amer- 
ican manufacturers to pack their 
product in a manner suitable for a 
tropical climate and in accordance 
with the wishes of the trade of 
the country. 
Since practically all of the to- 
bacco used in the manufacture of 
English cigarettes of the Virginia 
type is produced in the United 
States, it is reasonable to suppose 
that American manufacturers 
could produce a similar cigarette 
as cheaply as the British manufac- 
turer.

FIRE CHIEFS 
IN ROW OVER 
RUM ESSAY 


Paper by 
Delegates from Portland

PASADENA, Aug. 5.—Consider- 
able consternation was caused at 
the opening session of the Pacific 
Coast Fire Chiefs’ convention this 
afternoon at Hotel Maryland when 
Lee G. Holden, Fire Chief from 
Portland. Or., and principal speak- 
er of the day, was not allowed to 
read his paper on liquor in the 
fire department. 

Chief Holden had prepared a 
— on liquor problems that con- 

mt the fire departments of the 
Pacific Coast. At a late hour this 
afternoon a special meeting was 
held at which time the paper was 
discussed in heated terms. A move- 
ment was started. it was disclosed, 
te force the officers of the conven- 
tion to allow Chief Holden to read 
his paper at a later period dur- 
ing the conventien. 
One of the princif@l causes for 
objection to the speaker's paper 
was. it is said. a reference to the 
econeuct of fire chiefs at past con- 
ventions. Chief Holden's paper

High lights of the stricken paper 
as given out include the follow- 
ing deciarations by Chief Holden: 

“Liquor is the fire departments’ 
most important problem today.” 

“The officer or fireman who 
Grinks liquor in any form should 
be just as much beyond the pale 
of good society as the bootlegger.” 

“A great many firemen in the 
service today wilfully violate the 
— amendment to the Constitu- 

on.” 

“A man with one drop of liquor 
in him is under the influence of 
liquor and has no place in the de- 
partment.” 

Chief Holden declared that the 
most distressing thing to a com- 
munity is to pay millions of dol- 
lars a year for the maintenance of 
a fire department and then to have 
an alarm of a fire come in and 
have the department respond with 
all or rt of the personnel under 
uence of liquor. 

“I have told members of the de- 
partment that I represent in Port- 
land that the days have 
when I would be a judge of the 
degree of intoxication of any man 
im the department and to that end 
I promulgated an order that a man 
with one drop of liquor in him is 
under the influence of liquor and 
has no place in our department. 

My experience of thirty years’ 
service has taught me that the 
most harmless fireman is one who 
is dead drunk and out of the way. 
The fireman who has a little in him 
is the dangerous man because you

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BIGAMY QUIZ IN TRAGEDY — 


Virginia City Man Admits Wife Killed in Fall His 


Fifth; Union at Time He Wed Charged 


By a Times“ Staff Correspondent 
LONG BEACH, Aug. 5.—Subjected to a rigid questioning by police 
for more than six hours, J. A. Jordan, 49 years of age, a plumber of 
Virginia City, broke down, according to police, and confessed to 6 
tangled marital history that caused him to be booked on suspicion of 
bigamy while a further investigation is in progress. | 


Jordan was taken into custody 
a few hours after the funeral of 
his wife, formerly Sadie Kessler of 
Long Beach, whose death resulted 
from a 150-foot fall into a canyon 
on a trail in Mt. Ranier National 
Park on July 25, last. Questioned 
regarding the manner in which his 
wife was killed, Jordan declared 
her body was discovered by him- 
self and two rangers whom he had 
summoned when ... her 
disappearance. 

The specific e e against Jor- 
dan is A ding to the po- 
lice, on his marriage to Miss Kess- 
ler on February 2, last. At the 
time of his marriage, Jordan is said 
to have confessed he had a com- 
mon-law wife living, known to him 
only as Edith, Jordan is said to 
have confessed that he and the 
woman lived in California for sev- 
en years prior to September 15, 
1923, when they separated.

Mrs. Puddifoot Tells of Hearing Shots Few Seconds 
Apart; May Spoil Prosecution Theory 


Mrs. Theresa Dorris and Meyer | 
were slain by three of four shots 
fired in the Dorris apartment at 
Long Beach on the morning of 
June 30, last. One shot killed Mrs. 
Dorris. Two bullet wounds were 
found in the body of Meyer, 


wealthy Pasadena apartment store 
owner. A fourth bullet had been 
fired through the ceiling of the 


THREE SHOTS HEARD 
Three of the shots were dis- 
tinctly heard by Mrs. Mary Puddi- 
foot, who occupied an adjoining 
at the time of the 
tragedy, according to her testi- 

day. First, she heard 
a single shot. After a lapse of six 
or eight seconds of silence she 
heard two more shots, fired 
rapid succession. | 

“I was in apartment No. 32," 
Mrs. Puddifoot testified, “adjoin- 
ing apartment No. 31, occupied by 
Mr. Dorris. I heard three shots— 
first a single shot, then two more 
shots. I just sat there for a few 
moments and then went out into 
the hall. I saw Mr. Dorris craw- 
ling up the steps on his hands and 
1 He said his wife had been 

ot. 

“Mr. Dorris took me dy the 


arm and I ran right into that room 
with him. He opened the door 
and I went in with him. I saw 
Mrs. Dorris. She was in the large 
room, on the floor in a pool of 
blood. Mr. Meyer was in the 
dressing-room. He looked as 
though he was sitting in a cor- 
ner. His eyes were wide open.” 


“How long did you remain 
there?” Deputy District-Attorney 
Dennison asked her. 

“Not one second did I stay 
there!“ Mrs. Puddifoot replied with 
a shudder. 


NOTICED TWO GUNS. 

But during that second she no- 
ticed two guns on the floor. They 
were on the living-room floor be- 
side Mrs. Dorris. Other witnesses 
had testified that the two weapons 
were found within a few inches of 
the hands of Meyer—in the dress- 
ing-room. Upon the testimony of 
Mrs, Puddifoot, Chief Deputy Dis- 
trict-Attorney Fricke will attempt 
to show that Dorris removed the 
guns and placed them beside Dor- 
rts before he spread the alarm of 
the shooting. 

Atty. W. I. Gilbert, chief coun- 
sel for Dorris, was concerned chief- 
ly with the interval of time con- 
sumed in the firing of the three 
shots heard by Mrs. Puddifoot. He 
inatructed the witness to demon- 
strate, by the tapping of a pencil, 
the time a— between shots. 

was 


one, 

“That is all,” he stated, and dis- 
missed Mrs. Puddifoot. 

On the opening day of the trial, 
Chiliet Deputy District Attorney 
Fricke began the laying of a mo- 
saic foundation to rove that 
Meyer was first shot in the kitchen- 
ette, that an interval of a minute 
or more was consumed during the 
struggle between the two men, 
that the struggle extended from 
the kitchenette to the living-room 
and then into the dressing-room 
before the second shot was fired. 
The line of questioning employed 
by the defense counsel indicated 
that an effort will be made by the 
defense to prove that this could 
not have happened, ti. at Mrs. Pud- 
difoot’s testimony shows that Dor- 
ris and Meyer could not have 
struggled from the kitchenette to 
the dressing-room in the brief 
time between the first and second 
shots. Assuming that this was 80, 
the defense attorneys will un- 
doubtedly lay great stress upon an 
attempt to entirely disrupt the 
case against Dorris as constructed 
by the District Attorney's investi- 
gators and will endeavor to 
credit the prosecution's theory. 


PROSECUTION PREPARED 

But Fricke, the chief prosecutor, 
is girding himself for such a move. 
He will endeavor to introduce ad- 
ditional testimony to indicate that 
Mrs. Puddifoot did not hear the 
first of the four shots fired, that 


the wild“ shot that was fired into 
the ceiling by the smaller weapon 
—and the only shot fired from that 
gun—and the two .38 caliber shots 
that killed Mrs. Dorris and Meyer. 
Considerable emphasis was also 
placed upon other things Mrs. Pud- 
difoot heard through the frail 
apartment-house walls. In state- 
ments made to the Long Beach 
police some time ago, Mrs. Puddi- 
foot admitted she heard a high- 
pitched voice, but she had re- 
peatedly refused to state whose 
voice it was she had heard in the 
Dorris apartment shortly before 
the noise of the shots. 

„ heard a voice,” she testified. 
“At that time I was in apartment 
33, across the hall from Mr. Dor- 
ris’s apartment. But the only 
word I could distinguish was 
‘deal.’ The words were spoken by 
Mr. Dorris.” 

This testimony, also, is being re- 

rded as vitally important by 

. Dist.-Attys. Fricke and Den- 
nison. It indicates, they hinted in 
their method of questioning, that 
in the argument between Dorris 
and Meyer it was the high-pitched 
voice of Dorris that was heard 
in the quarrel—if there was a 
quarrel—and not the voice of 
Meyer. 


DETECTIVES TESTIFY 

Police officers, detectives, a sur- 
geon, friends of the slain depart- 
ment-store owner and experts on 
advanced methods of crime detect- 
ing were other witnesses heard 
during the day. Their testimony 
was illustrated with charts and 
other cumbersome exhibits that 
fairly cluttered the courtroom with 
the bulkiest array of material 
clews seen in a criminal court- 
room in many months. 

Detective Sergeant Ward first 
introduced revolver holster, 
found in Dorris’s apartment and 
which, the prosecution contends, 
is evidence that Dorris owned at 
least one if not both of the two 
weapons that figured in the 
shooting of Mrs. Dorris and Mey- 


er. 

Dr. F. R. Webb, assistant coun- 
ty autopsy surgeon, testified to 
the probing of the bullet wounds 
that caused death. He illustrated 
his testimony and anatomical lec- 
ture with a huge manikin of the 
human anatomy. In his opinion, 
he testified, the gun that ended 
the life of Mrs. Dorris had been 
pressed tightly against her head. 
This, he discovered after remov- 
ing a section of the skull and 
after probing the channel left by 
the bullet, which contained ei- 
dence of powder burns. 

If Meyer, in whose body two 
bullet wounds were found, had on- 
ly been shot once, he stated, Meyer 
would have had strength enou 
to move around for some time he- 
fore collapsing. This fact, accord-

Fred O. Thompson, a Long 
Beach newepaperman, testified that 
he found the bullet hole—believed 
to have been caused by the first 
shot—in the kitchenette. Dorris 
had told the police that all shots 
were fired in the entrance between 
the living-room and dressing-room 
Thompson testified that Dorris had 
told him that he believed one shot 
had been fired in the kitchenette. 
This, Deputy District Attorney 
Fricke stated during one of the 
recesses, proves at least one in- 
stance in which Dorris had 
changed his original version of the 
shooting. 

TESTIFY AS TO WEAPONS 

Harry Boyle, a special officer, 
and Detective Sergeant Don W. 
McDonald, who were among the 
first to respond to the police call, 
told of their first findings upon 
arriving at the Dorris apartment. 
When they arrived, they testified, 
the two weapons were lying be- 
side the body of Meyer in the 
dressing-room and not in the liv- 
ing-room as testified to by Mrs. 
Puddifoot later. The two officers 
also testified to noticing that the 
numbers of one of the weapons 
had been filed off. 

E. EK. Mitchel, County Surveyor, 
by his testimony established him- 
self as an expert § criminologist. 
With voluminous notes and d- 


one object to another, of the six 
bullet holes and sundry other min- 
ute details overlooked by experi- 
enced detectives. Mitchell also in- 
troduced a cardboard reproduction 
of the room in which the two per- 
eons died, a life-sized wooden 
reproduction of the kitchenette.

ABOUT OUR WHEAT? 

How the tremendous increase in the 
acreage of fruits, nuts, hay and other crops 
has minimized grain-growing in California 
is of interest in these days of dollar-and-a- 
half wheat. 

In the season of 1896 California produced 
45,097,000 bushels of wheat which sold for 
an average of 80 cents a bushel. Ten years 
later, because of the increase in other crops, 
its annual production had fallen to 26,883,- 
000 bushels, and twenty years later, or in 
1916, it had slumped to 5,600,000. This sea- 
son, with soaring prices, it is just a little 
less than 4,000,000 bushels, and we shall 
have to import many millions of bushels for 
State consumption. 

Of course, the drought this year has cut 


only 16,157,000 bushels, or something over 
a third of the 1896 crop. And this year we 
could have raised only 6,360,000 bushels on 
our 318,000 wheat acres had there been a 
production of twenty bushels to the acre 
instead of twelve as realized. 

California contains approximately 100, 
000,000 acres of land. The mountains and 
deserts. cover about 60,000,000 acres, hardly 
to be considered as productive. But this 
leaves 40,000,000 acres adapted to intensive 
cultivation, though of this less than one-half 
is now covered by improved farms. 

The newcomer, who is getting acquainted 
with agrarian conditions in California, well 
may ask why a State with such an enor- 
mous area of comparatively rich though un- 
cultivated land does not raise cereal crops 


must look tö other regions for its chief food 
supply? 

This question was partiouléity pertinent 
during the war when, despite the great de- 
mand from Europe, we were still calling on 
other States for our wheat supply. And it 
is just as pertinent now, so far as we are 
concerned, for we are still largely depend- 
ent upon our neighbors for our daily bread. 

It has been proved that in normal years 
good wheat, running as high as thirty bush- 
els to the acre, can be grown in California 
under improved tillage methods. The aver- 
age in our big cereal year of 1896, under 
the old wasteful system of cultivation and 
harvest, was only fourteen and a half bush- 
els to the acre. In, 1917 it rose to nineteen 
and eight-tenths and farm experts say this

IN MOTOR 
LAW SEEN 


New York Statute Open to 
Evasion Through Optional 
Test Provision: 


— 


(EXCLOSTVE DISPATCH) 

NEW YORK, Aug. 5.— The new 
State .motor vehicle law, which 
went into effect July 1 and which 
was pronounced the most drastic 
ever enacted for preventing the 
licensing of careless or incompe- 
tent drivers, now appears not to be 
as effective as supposed. 

One of its most important fea- 
tures, compulsory road tests for all 
applicants for operators’ licenses, 
irrespective of experience in oper- 


tain numerous loopholes. This had 
been regarded as correcting weak- 
nesses in the old law, which made 
it possible for anyone to obtain an 
operator's license merely through 
ownership of an automobile, irre- 
spective of fitness. 

Under section 289 of the new 
law, covering the licensing of op- 
erators or chauffeurs, the requiring | 
of road tests is optional with the 
commissioner or county clerk from 
whom the license is obtained. | 
Thus, if in the opinion of the | 


licensing officials an applicant for | 


a license has had sufficient driving | 
experience, road tests may de 
waived and the license granted. | 

This arrangement, it is pointed 
out, may lead to abuses. ersons 
who are registered under the ole 
law as owners, but who are, 
through nervous or 8 disa - 
bilities otherwise unfitted to — 
ate motor vehicles, will in many | 
instances automatically be licensed 
under the new law without the 
necessity ot submitting to road 
tests to prove their ability to han- 
dle a car.
